No man ought to be kept .on
duty in a position that Involves the live*
and property of others, when he is in»
uapable of performing tin» required ser¬
vice by reason of physical exhaustion. The
publlo has a right to demand of rail¬
road companies that they take every rea¬
sonable precaution against accidents, and
adçpt the mesi effective measures for
protecting life and property,
Good Heade for Halifax.
